General Ike May Know 
Fate Before Nightfall

CHICAGO—(AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower launched 


his all-or-nothing offensive today. He may have a 'pretty 
good idea by nightfall whether he's going to be the Republic- 
an presidential nominee or just a retired general. 


On his personal D-Day, Eisenhower seemed convinced, 


judging from his attitude and his actions- that he's going to 
win as a self-styled political amateur the prize which an old 
pro, Sen. Robert A. Taft, claims for himself. 


Eisenhower wasn't wasting 


a minute, though, of the last 
few hours before the Repub 
lioan convention opened. 


He scheduled a breakfast with 


the largely pro-Taft Florida dele- 
gation, with a possible—and pos- 
sibly significant—meeting an hour 
later with California Gov. Earl 
Warren, also a candidate but 
friendly toward Eisenhower. 


This early-to-rise start followed 


a Sunday round of conferences 
that began before breakfast and— 
with time out for church—went on 
after midnight, f o r the general, 
it looked like time well spent. 


Hint Vote Shift 


Maryland Gov. Theodore R, Mc- 


Keldin came out and said what 
he's been hinting at—he may re- 
lease his favorite son delegates to 
Elsenhower before the fiist 
bal- 


lot. This could give the general 
some 38 precious votes from the 
24-member delegation. 


Another late caller, Gov. C. El- 


nier Anderson of Minnesota, said 
the majority of his delegation In- 
clined toward Eisenhower after the 
first ballot. It's split now, 24 for 
Harold E. Stassen. four for Eisen. 
hower. 


Stassen himself visited the gen 


cral. backed him in today's big 
nnd maybe decisive fight over con- 
tested delegates. But he said he 
made no deals or commitments. 


In addition, a mainly pro-Eisen- 


hower group of Indiana Republi- 
cans advised the general his share 
of the Hoosier delegation might 
rise from two votes on the first 
ballot to eight or 10 on the second.

CHICAGO—-(AP)—Torn with emotion, more than 11.000 Republican* 


thronged Into Convention hall today to begin the tortuous process of 
nominating a candidate for president. 


Some of them are angry, many

They have" jammed 
the vast lobbies of the hotel, fight- 
ing and shrieking for a glance at 
any one of the candidates, cheering 
In unison like college rooting sec- 
tions. 


There art 10-gallon hats from 


Texas, full-feathered Indian head- 
dresses, men wandering around in 
blue jeans with trousers rolled up 
to the knees, acres and acres of 
bare shoulders, a girl in white 
shorts swirling around On roller 
skates.

Bands of teen-agers, .frenzied, 


yelling, and'desperately happy to 
be "for" this or that candidate . . . 
portable loud-speakers, blaring and

Both sides are fully alive to the

The Cost of Government 


One dollar out of six now paid out in wages and salaries 


goes to a government worker. All wages and salaries—pub- 
lic and private—total about $186 billion a year. 
Federal, 


state and local governments pay their employes $32 billion, 
more than 17 pev cent of the total. 


More disturbing than the size of government payrolls, 


though, is their rapid growth, says the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, which is spearheading a nation- 
wide drive for economy in government. 


"Unbelievable as it may seem," says the Chamber, "of- 


ficial figures show that government payrolls have increased 
by 50 per cent within less than two years, while private pay- 
rolls have gone up only 26 per cent." 


The U. S. department of commerce, whose figures the 


Chamber uses in its computations, puts the total number of 
federal civilian employes at 2,348,000. The Byrd Economy 
committee of the senate uses a figure of 2-539,000. Incident- 
ally, state and local government civilian employes have now 
reached a total of 3,620,000, the largest number in the na- 
tion's history. 


"While defense agencies," notes the Chamber, "account 


for much of the increased federal payroll, a definite trend 
towards big government is disclosed in the payroll figures."

The origin of the demarcations in Germany 
was hard to come by and, to this day, because ol the confusion arising 
rom intentional secrecy, there is no firm, official version of the facts 
and the absolute responsibility or guilt.

Poetry 
Magazine in 1928 carried a collection of her poems under 
the title of "Songs." 


Ladies' Home Journal in April, 1949, carried a poem 


by Ellen Borden, Mrs. Stevenson's maiden and pen name. 
It was printed in a neat little box back on page 187. The 
title was "Modern Woman." .

ABSENTEE SOLDIER VOTE IS PROBLEM 


Getting1 members of the armed services on active 


duty to vote by absentee ballot is another problem. 
There are now an estimated 2% million men of voting 
age in uniform. 


Slightly over ft million of them come from 2S states 


which still have laws that icstrict voting by servicemen 
and women, partricularly those on duly overseas. 


Twenty of these states allow only 15 to 30 dayi la 


xvhich to apply for and turn in absentee ballots. It isn't 
enough time.

Two states, New Mexico and. South Carolina, allow 


no absentee voting by servicemen. Texas allows no ab- 
sentee voting by men in the regular forces, though na- 
tional guardsmen and reservists may vote by mail. Five 
states permit no registration by mail — Arizona, Delaware, 
Louisiana, South Carolina and Utah. 


The federal soldier vote bill which President Truman 


has- asked Congress to pass before it adjourns would re- 
move- these restrictions and give all members of the 
armed forces equal rights to cast their ballots by mail.

Alexander was an alcoholic and an epileptic, it borders on the fantastic 
;to" recall that he was a winning pitcher in the National league until he

Tov, it always was a puzzle to George Torporcc; 


how a man, whose fingers trembled whenever he 
held his arm outstretched, could have his remark 
able control and steel nerves. 


Specs Torporcer, who played with Alex and the 


Cardinals, gives an excellent description of Old Pete 
whom he calls the greatest pitcher of all time in a 
piece in Bluebook. 


Torporcer recalls twice seeing Alexander in fits 
"Pitching against the Phillies one afternoon, it 


struck him just as he was going into his windup,' 
he remembers. 
"He automatically went through 


with the pitch, arching the ball to the plate, while 


'•• -Harry Gnyson Don Hurst, the batter, froze in amazement. 


•"Curiously enough, the ball cut the heart of the plate for a called 
rtrike. 
'

"Our players-were awed by the fact that, even under such circum- 


stances, Alec could throw a strike. Such was the nature of his mar- 
velous control." 


HE HOPED IT MIGHT HAVE BEEN OTHERWISE 


Although there was so much Alex the Great could have boasted 


about, Torporcer never heard him mention any of his many tremendous 
achievements. 


Once, when he was in a rare confidential mood, he told Torporcer 


that he started drinking heavily while on overseas duty in World 
War I. 


"It was evident he hoped it might have been otherwise," reports 


the one-time infielder now blind. 


Alex was a genuine member of that almost vanished race, the Old 


Orioles. 


"The effect of excessive alcohol upon his nervous system caused 


him to be grumpy and irritable at times," recollects Toporcer. "On 
occasion he would vent sarcasm at players he thought were softies. 
That is about all that can be said against him. 


"Always ready, willing and eager to pitch, he was openly dis- 


dainful of players constantly on the rubbing table. Blessed with a rub- 
Jbr arm, it never bothered him during his entire career. 


"The only attention he ever required was to have Kirby Samuels, 


our Negro trainer, give him a light alcohol rub after he pitched. It 
became a standard joke that Alec couldn't wait to get alcohol inside him 
and took it externally in the interval." 


PUT THE PROI'OSITION UP TO THE HITTER 


Alex was always among the early arrivals at the park, regardless of 


his condition. 


"Usually almost totally taciturn, this humble man seemingly liked 


mily ,two things, and I am certain baseball came first," says To- 
P>rcer. 


'.'Most managers frown upon pitchers playing around in the infield, 


for fear they will smash a finger, but Alec developed quick, sure hands 
which made him an outstanding fielder of hard-hit balls, even at his 
advanced baseball age."

After the game in which Alex struck out Tony Law.eri in the seventh 


inning of the seventh game of the most celebrated World Series ever 
flayed, Toporcer asked him what his reactions were when he was 
brought in with the bases loaded with Yankees. 


"He looked at me in what seemed like amazement," he says. 
" 'Why should I be any different out there today than any other 
?' replied Alec. 
" 'The burden was on Tony. 
" 'He was the one who had to hit the ball. 
" 'And besides, if he did get hold of one, someone might catch it.' "
